A} Astont.hing Crime in & Londen Su- 
burban Train.

with great violence. It was found that 
the sknil h d been crashed in by a 
coupie of heavy blows. There was evi- 
dence of @ severe stragyle before the vic- 
tim senccumbed, There was no trace 
whatever of the murderer. 

The most astonishing feature of the 
crime waa the fuct that the train's long- 
est run between siations wae only five 
minntes, and nobody bad seen or heard 
anything to excite suspicion. The young 
woman was immediately identified by 
her flancee, who was waiting at the eta- 
tion to meet her. She was Mise Eliza 
beth Kemp, who was manager of a small 
hotel at Walworth. She had been apend 
ing the afternoon with relatives in the 
Hounslow euborban district, 41x of sever 
milea from the center of the city, The 
fact which chiefly aronees pniic.interest 
is that euch a crime could be committed 
in arailwaycompartment withia Lon 
don iteelf and th® perpetrator cecape 
withont exciting suapicion.
